QUALITY AT LOW COST 
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To Err Is Human 


; MANY people it was somewhat startling to find that 
. the braking system of the new Model A Ford car con- 
flicted with the laws of certain states, making it impossible 
to license the cars as originally designed in those common- 
wealths. Changing the braking system of the car to conform 
with these laws was fortunately a simple matter, but the 
ineident does serve to call renewed attention to the fact that 
even the greatest human intelligence embodies a factor of 
error that must never be overlooked. 

The Ford organization is one of the greatest manufac- 
turing entities in the world. Undoubtedly the complete force 
of the organization was brought to bear to make the new car 
as nearly perfect as human genius could achieve. Yet with 
all the care, study, experiment and testing, this oversight 
of scattered state laws crept in. 

There have been other instances of the human 
factor of fallibility in the automotive industry. We 
can remember cases in which manufacturers of 
standing have placed mcdels on the market after 
careful designing and long testing, only to find that 
the cars in the hands of the owners developed so many 
faults that it was necessary to recall the model. We 
have frequently known designers to place lubrication 
facilities for certain units in such locations that it 
would have been necessary to dismantle the car in 
order to oil or grease the parts. 

To the man who knows how comprehensive is the series 
of tests to which any design is subjected before it goes to 
the public, mistakes of this kind seem incomprehensible. We 
ean only put it down to the inexplicable factor of error that 
exists in all human activities. 


Bus-Railway War 


* THE DISTRICT known as southern Jersey, which 
embraces the territory in New Jersey south of Phila- 
delphia, the Pennsylvania and Reading railways have} 


declared war on the independent motor bus companies which 
have invaded that territory. Rates have been slashed on 
both sides and the war goes merrily on. 

In presenting their side of the case the railways 
have advanced the old argument that the motor bus 
lines are able to compete with them because they 
enjoy a lower taxation rate. The fact is that the 
motor bus companies pay precisely the same tax rate 
on their property that the railways de. In addition, 
the bus operators must pay license fees for every unit 
they operate in every state which their lines traverse. 
Drivers’ licenses must also be paid for in every state 
and municipal fees of various sorts. In New Jersey 
there is a fee of 112 cents per mile which interstate 
buses must pay. The taxation would seem to be 
against the buses and in favor of the railways. 

The chief statistician the Pennsylvania 
recently announced that since the motor bus lines entered 
the south Jersey territory, a decrease of about $1,400,000 per | 
annum had taken place in the receipts of the West Jersey | 
and Seashore Railroad, a subsidiary of the Pennsy. 

If this is true, the answer is simply that the sec- 
tion in question needed better service than the rail- 
way had been-giving it. It needed this superior serv- 
ice to the extent of $1,400,000 a year. If the railway 
had been giving satisfactery service, it would not have 
lost the revenue. Obviously, the motor bus lines have 
improved the transportation service of this territory. 
To hand the situation back to the railways would be 
taking a step backward, and we do not believe the 
American people will long consent to that.

WTANCOUVER, WASH., Jan. 26. 

—Oregon commercial trucks 
making business trips across the 
Columbia river into this state 
hereafter must carry a Washing- 
ton license, according to a recent 
order of William Cole, supervisor 
of the Washington State Highway 
Patrol. The order revives the 
Oregon-Washington license war 
that raged so fiercely several 
months ago.
